transformer station at Inchicore from the Dublin Corporation ' 
Pigeon House station, using the Dublin stand-by plant. 

The hire-purchase scheme will only apply to premises con- 
structed prior to Ist September, 1928, and will not apply to 
houses under construction or to be constructed. The wiring is to 
be paid for by weekly instalments of 3d. per week where the 
valuation is-under £7 10/-, and of 6d. per week in all other

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The Board were of opinion that the 
fixed -charge should be such as would pay 
for the normal lighting requirements of 
the, premises at a fair price, taking into 
‘account thatthe small unit: charge-only: 
contributed slightly towards it while 
practically paying in full for each unit of 
domestic power used. The question, there- 
Í fore, arose as to how far the poor law 
valuation could) be taken as a measure of 
the normal lighting requirements of. an 
Irish country town dwellinghouse or 
dwellinghouse and shop combined. 

Having fully considered all the alterna- 
tives, the Board decided it was a fair 
measure because the poor law valuation is 
a good index to the nature of the dwelling- 
house ‘or ‘shop, and to the class ‘of house- 
holder; whether unskilled labourer, skilled 
artisan,. small shopkeeper, merchant or 
professional man. he different classes of 
the community live in premises whose 
valuation is within certain limits, and 
each particular class has very similar 
habits of life.‘ It was, therefore, natura] 
to assume that their requirements in light- 
ing would be indicated to a fairly accurate 
degree by the valuation of the premises in 
which they live. 

To test out the accuracy of this theory 
the -Board had ‘extensive’ investigatiors 
made into the existing consumption of 
electricity’ for lighting purposes in 
country towns and had the figures checked 
up against the poor law valuation. As 
might :be expected, it was found the 
figures were not directly proportioned to 
the valuation, but varied in steps with it, 
and this: method of variation is interpreted 
in the rates of charge:

In the days of mercantilism it would have 
been considered good business to insist on 
payment for this in gold, but we are living 
in a more enlightened age, when men know 
that, the mere possession of gold is not the 
great panacea for all our commercial ills that 
we once thought. And furthermore, other 
countries: to. whom. we sell also produce in 
excess of ‘their own requirements commodities 
whieh: are not produced in Canada. Many 
discussions on .foreign.. trade. put. all the 
emphasis on exports, and thus disregard one 
of the fundamental laws of business—that 
trade is an exchange of products, with money 
simply a medium to facilitate the operation, 
and the doctrine that the only desirable form 
of foreign trade is export trade is no longer 
held to be sound in principle. And so last 
year Canada bought in the world markets, or, 
if you like, took. in payment from other 
countries for her exported merchandise, goods 
to the value of over #200,000,000 sterling. 
FREE STATE TRADE WITH CANADA. 

It has been pointed out to me time after 
time, continued Mr. Fraser, that the trade 
between Canada and the Irish Free State is 
unbalanced.

Referring to the rates, it will be 
noticed that the charge consists of two 
parts, one a fixed weekly sum irrespective 
of the quantity of electricity ako and 
the other part a small charge per unit of 
electricity consumed.

The multipart tariff or method of 
charge adopted by the Board is recog- 
nised by electrical economists throughout 
the world to-day as the soundest, in as far 
as it is a form of charge which permits 
the selling “hee of the commodity to be 
definitely related to its cost of production 
price. Further, it is the form of charge 
which encourages the use of electricity, 
particularly for domestic purposes.

Wiring by Hire Purchase. 


The Electricity Supply Board also 
announces’ the conditions and terms of its 
hire-purchase’ system for the wiring of 
premises. It states that the hire-purchase 
system will be extended to all premises 
which the Board has connected to the 
electricity mains. In any one premises, 
not more than ten electricity outlets wil! 
be installed under the hire-purchase 
system. The scheme only applies to 


premises constructed prior to September | 


1st, 1928, thus it does not apply to new 
houses under eónstruction or to be con- 
structed.. 

The installation is to be paid for by 
weekly payments as follows, to be made 
in addition to charge for electricity as 
recorded hy the meter :

The Shannon Scheme. 


The Shannon Electricity Sapply Board 
announces to-day the ternjs on which it 
proposes to supply current to the people of 
twenty-three small towns ih the Province 
of Leinster. ‘These towns will be supplied 
from the Shannon Leinster Loop, which, 
pending the completion of the Shannon 
power plant, wil] be fed with current from 
the. Dublin Corporation’s Pigeon House 
Station through a temporary transformer 
station at Inchicore. The local networks 
are nearly ready, but town transformer 
stations still are lacking; and it is not 
likely that electrical current will be avail- 
able until the beginning of December. For 


{ lighting and domestic: purposes in ‘private 


dwelling-houses the price of current will be 
reckoned on a ‘‘ multipart tariff "—that is 
to say, there will be a fixed weekly charge 
for electricity, plus twopence per unit for 
the current that is consumed. The fixed 
charge will depend on the Poor Law 
valuation of the premises. Thus, in houses 
of a valuation of less than £5, the -con- 
sumer will pay sixpence per week for the 
use of current, as well as twopence for 
every unit which he employs. There will 
be a graduated scale, increasing with the 
valuation, until the maximum payment of 


i 2s. 6d. per week is reached for premises 


where valuation exceeds £20. For busi- 
ness premises the fixed rate will be 


| slightly higher, and public institutions 


will be charged a flat price of 6d. 
per unit for lighting purposes. This 
price also will be extended to factories on 
condition that they agree to take a supply 
of current for power. 

The Shannon’ Board proposes to 
grant hire-purchase terms to prospec- 
tive consumers for the wiring and 
“connecting up” of their premises. 
Houses where valuation is less than 
£7 10s. will be wired to a maxi- 
mum of five outlets for threepence per 


week. There will be 104 payments for 


every outlet, so that, if a consumer has 
his house fully wired, he will pay a gross 
sum of £6 10s., spread over a period of 


ten years. In the case of all other houses 


the charge will be sixpence per week, 


with fifty-two payments per outlet. 


Collection, no doubt, will present certain 


difficulties, but the Board will be in a 


position at any moment to cut off a 
consumer’s supply of current, or to instal 
a slot meter in the house of any person 
who may fall into arrears in his weekly 


payments. The Shannon Board is concen- 
trating, in the first instance, on consump- 


tion of current in the towns. The rural 
areas, which present special problems, 
will be tackled afterwards; and probably 
an effort will be made to get rid of large 


supplies of current for industrial pur- 
poses. For the time being, however, 
everything, or nearly everything, will 


depend on the domestic consumer. If the 


people of the Free State take the fullest 
advantage of the Board's terms, the 
Shannon scheme will be a success; if they 
continue to light their houses with lamps 
and candles, the problem of current dis- 
posal will become acute. 


Experts probably will have much to say 


regarding these terms; and the hire 
purchase proposal, in particular, is likely 
to becriticised. One fact, however, emerges 
clearly—the consumer will get nothing for 
nothing. When the Shannon scheme was 
mooted originally we heard that it would 
provide electric current for everybody at 
a penny, or even a halfpenny, per unit, 
and that the bills of those consumers who 
already used electricity would be reduced 
almost to vanishing point. The time has 
come, alas! when these fond illusions 
must be shattered. The Shannon scheme 
is an expensive undertaking, and tne 
consumer must pay. He may escape fairly

A Fixed Easter.

MORE DEATHS. 


GREAT DISTRESS IN PORTO 
: RICO. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times ' CORRrSPONDENT. 

i NEW YORK, Monday. 

The hurricane from the Bahamas struck 
the Florida coast from Miami to as far 
north as Jupiter inlet late yesterday, and, 
covering a belt 80 miles wide, swept 
across the State to Tampa and St. Peters- 
burg, which it reached hefore dawn 
to-day. 

All telephone and telegraph wires in its 
path were torn down, ana most of the 
wireless stations were put out of action, 
so that the extent of the damage done is 
not vet known. ‘The loss of life, however, 
seems to have been small. 

Unconfirmed reports say that two 
people were killed and 50 injured in West 
Palm Beach, and that 40 persons were 
buried in the collapse of a school building 
at Boynton. 

Fragmentary messages from witnesses of 
the destruction in Miami, Palm Beach. 
West Palm Beach and the Lake 
Okeechobee region agree in saying that 
the storm, while severe, had nothing like 
the force of that which, exactly two years 
ago to-day, took 600 lives and destroyed 
millions of dollars worth of property. 


MYSTERY OF NASSAU. 

Anxiety is felt here for Nassau, in the 
Bahamas ; for, while the hurricane is not 
known to have struck there, no word has 
come from Nassau for more than 36 hours. 
There is anxiety likewise over the fate of 
several steamships which were off the 
coast of Florida on Saturday and Sunday 


and may not have had time to seck safe} 


anchorage. The Orcoma, in which Sir 
Austen Chamberlain left Havana yester- 
day for Panama, is well out of the storm 
area. 


135 MILES AN HOUR. 

The highest wind velocity reported 
from anywhere in Florida was 135 miles 
an hour, in Palm Beach. At West Palm 
Beach the wind unroofed many houses and 
some newspaper and other office buildings, 
and waves. from 40 to 50 feet high tore 
away huge séctions of concrete flags on 
the boulevard. 

The storm was expected to reach its 
greatest intensity in Tampa, on the West 
coast, at 8 a.m. to-day. At 4.15 a.m. the 
following wireless message from an 
amateur station in Tampa was picked up 
by the United States wireless station at 
Garden City, Long Island :— 

‘A raging gale is blowing my house 
until it was shaking like a leaf. Wires 
are down all over the streets, and tele- 
phone connections went out several hours 
ago. I do not know how long my power 
will last. I am in the centre of Tampa. 
No one has been reported killed or 
injured, but the storm seems to be stil! 
mounting. I cannot get in touch with 
any other radio station in Florida. I am 

“badly scared,”’ 

Meanwhile the latest reports from Porto 
Rico say that. a careful check makes the 
number of lives lost there probably more 
than 1,000, while damage to property 
may exceed £20,000,000. 


i 1,000,000 HOMELESS. 

Nearly half the island’s population of 
2,000,000 is homeless, and 300,000 persons 
are on the verge of starvation. They have 
had little or nothing to eat for three days. 
They are mostly poor country folk, whose 
staple food is bananas. The food crops 
were almost completely destroyed. 

The homeleés Jack not only food, but 
rinking water, and are threatened with 
pestilence by the breakdown of the sanita- 
tion works, They are flocking into the 
towns over obstructed roads, begging for 
food and shelter. 

A committee of prominent citizens has 
‘ent a megsage to Mr. Towner, the 
Governor, demanding that more energetic 
relief measures be taken, and complaining 
that the last 72 hours have been virtually 
Wasted through lack of co-ordination of 
relief work. They urge the proclamation 
of martial law throughout the island, 
Tequisitioning of all food and other sup- 
Pies, and the drafting into service of all 
able-bodied men. The message said that 
Profiteering and looting are going on 
most without restraint, and ‘‘ disease 
nl famine are already here.”’

At Port Louis (Guadeloupe) twenty-five 
persons were killed, at Les Abymes sixty, 
and at Le Moule sixty. . 

In the island ef La Desirade two were 
killed, and other deaths are reported from 
other places.

In a leading 0% The Times 
observes:—The important point settled 
at the meeting of representatives of six 
Powers at Geneva on Sunday morning is 
that official negotiations on the difficult 
Rhineland question are at last to begin. 
That, in itself, marks a real advance. 
There has been much controversy of late 
on the subject of the continued Allied 
occupation of the two remaining zones, 
with a confusion of claims and counter- 
claims of moral and legal principles and 
of national interests. subject was 
certainly ripe for discussion. The 
atmosphere of Europe has greatly changed 
since the articles of the Treaty defining 
the conditions and terms of the occupa- 
tion were framed and signed. The sharp 
antagonisms of ten years ago have been 
modified by the development of new 
relationships. 

It is frequently and strongly urged— 
particularly in Germany—that because of 
the Dawes plan, Locarno, and the entry 
of Germany into the League, certain 


lost their validity. In fact, tha articles 
of the Treaty of Versailles remain valid 
and obligatory unless, and until, the 
signatories agree on an alternative 
arvangement. A one-sided interpretation 
of the effect of new events upon any part 
of the Treaty is not enough. There must 
be an agreed and considered interpreta- 
tion.. It may, for various reasons, be 
right or wrong, expedient or inexpedient, 
that the Allied troops should be with- 
drawn from the second and third Zones of 
the Rhineland before the appointed 
dates. 

The occupation is certainly not pleasant 
for Germany. It arouses little enthusiasm 
now in any of tlie Allied countries. The 
conviction behind it is clearly and rapidly 
resem ae but the problem is not so 
simple that it can be solved at a stroke. 
Because, for instance, British opinion, on 
the whole, has grown indifferent to the 
occupation, the British Government would 
not be justified in announcing the imme- 
diate withdrawal of British troops from 
the Rhineland. From a joint under- 
taking there can only be a joint with- 
drawal. There must be agreement 
between the Allies on the subject, and 
also agreement between the Allies and 
Germany. 


ARREST OF MISSING 
BANK DIRECTOR.

CAUGHT BY FINNISH 
POLICE, 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
HELSINGFORS, Monday. 

M. Saloman Liebermann, former 
director of the Discount Bank of Brussels, 
whose disappearance six months ago with 
over three million florins created a sensa- 
tion, has been arrested here by the 
Finnish police as a result of the ‘broad- 
casting by the Dutch authorities of a 
reward of 2,500 florins foy his apprehen- 
sion. 

Liebermann arrived here from Reval by 
aeroplane, after narrowly escaping arrest 
at Riga, where his house was searched by 
the police and a larg@ quantity of Dutch 
guilders. discovered. The police here dis- 
covered that he had lived at three succes- 
sive addresss in Helsingfors before, his 
arrest without passport, and under false 
names and in various disguises. 

Liebermann became hysterical when 
arrésted,- and tried to commit suicide with 
a table-knife. When this was ‘taken away 
from him he-made an attempt to bribe his 
jailers to supply him with a revolver or 
poison. He emphatically insists that he is 
not guilty of obtaining the missing money, 
declaring that the loss was caused by un- 
fortunate transactions which were not 
criminal. He says that he had an oppor- 
tunity to appear freely before the Dutch 
Court on bail, but this is now impossible 
on account of his arrest. 

Liebermann insists that he changed his: 
name and assumed various disguises not 
because he was hiding from the police, 
but because he was trying to escape from 
a gang of Lettish blackmailers, who had 
already squeezed several million florins 
from him. 

The police here believe that,” when 
arrested, Liebermann was on his.way to 
Russia.

ALLEGED AND DENIED 
BY PRACTITIONERS, 


Grumblings about arrears of business 
in the High Courts and in the Dublin 
Circuit Court have persisted from the very 
a 2g of the reconstituted Judicature 
system of the Irish Free State. Whereas, 
however, complaints by practitioners and 
by parties such as business firms con- 
cerned with punctual working of the legal 
systém, were for a long time general and 
practically unanimous, the merits of the 
case-are now in question. 

An Irish Times representative yesterday 
heard opposite views expressed, and found 
that there is not such an inclination to 
sweeping condemnation of the whole 
machinery as could be heard formerly. 
On the one hand dissatisfaction is ex- 
pressed with what was referred to as con- 
gestion in the former Chancery Division 
and delay in dealing with Circuit Court 
cases; while, on the other hand, an 
optimistic note is heard not only with 
regard to the present, but to the future, 
working of the Courts. 


of the Incorporated Law Society of Ire- 
land contains a report of the half-yearly 
general meeting of that Society, held in the 
previous month, and in this ‘report the 
address of the President of the Society is 
recorded. The President stated in that 
address that ‘‘ considerable dissatisfac- 
tion has been expressed with the delays 
occurring in the Circuit Court, especially 
in Dublin, where the volume of business 
is far too large to be dealt with by one 
judge. The civil cases are getting very 
much into arrear.”’ 

Since that meeting Mr. W. G. 
Shannon, K.C., has been appointed an 
additional Circuit Court Judge. 

At the same meeting the President com- 
plained of the congestion of the business 
in what formerly was the Chancery Divi- 
sion, and said that it was quite evident 
that the Examiners—excellent officers as 
they are—were unable to cope with the 
work. The staff was less than that pro- 
vided for in the estimates. 


SHORTAGE OF STAFF. 


_ A solicitor in a large way of business 
in Dublin, while not complaining of delay 
in the hearmg of cases in the High 
Courts, expressed himself dissatisfied, 
when giving his views to an Irish Times 
representative yesterday, with the delay 
in getting out orders. This he attributed 
solely to understaffing. He also com- 
plained of the delay and trouble caused to 
litigants under the present Circuit Court 
system. 

Another well-known Dublin solicitor, in 
an interview with an Irish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday, said that complaints 
of undue delay in the hearing of cases in 
the Free State High Courts were 
unjustified. 

‘There can be no complaints as to 
delays of trials in the High Courts,” he 
said. “As a matter of fact, work “as 
fallen off very considerably, and juror 
who have been in the habit of ua‘tending 
trials have not now to put in half the 
number of attendances that formerly they 
were obliged to do. Any delay that occurs 
in the hearing of cases in the High Courts 
is occasioned by adjournments, at the 
request of either party, or both parties, or 
in a few instances by cases occupying four 
or five, or more days at hearing, and this 
is occasionally bound to occur.’’ 

Regarding . reserved . judgments, he 
pointed out that the fact that cases go to 
the Supreme fourt indicate that they are 
of such importance that very careful con- 
sideration must be given to them by that 
court, and that, therefore, it is to be ex- 
pected that judgments must take time to 
be made up. Having regard to the great 
importance of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, judges cannot be rushed. 


STARTED TWELVE YEARS AGO. 


Speaking of the congestion in connection 
with the Circuit Court work in Dublin, 
where, he pointed out, a great many more 
cases are dealt with than in the —— 
he said that arrears were being gradually 
wiped off and would not occur again. 
When it was considered how these arrears 
arose, it would be seen that the Dublin 
Circuit Court had been overtaking them 
in a most expeditious manner. 

These arrears arose, first of all, he ex- 
plained, as the result of the 1916 Rising, 
the Sessions opening in Easter week of 
that year. Naturally, all those cases had 
to be re-entered, and this started the 
present congestion. Those arrears might 
be confined virtually to the ordinary civil 
bill work of that court. A further cause 
was the passing of the Compensation Act, 
which necessitated the hearing of a very 
considerable number of claims, and, as the 
applicants were naturally anxious to get 
their money to commence Business again, 
they got a prior hearing to that given to 
ordinary cases of shop debts, accident cases 
and so forth. A very heavy amount of 
work also arose by reason of the Rent 
Restriction Acts owing to applications to 
fix proper rents and claims for alleged 
overcharging, in addition to the claims 
brought under the clause that allowed a 
landlord to get possession from a tenant, 
having regard to the question of greater 
hardship. 

Few of the Rent Restriction Act cases, 
he stated, remain to be dealt with, and he 
believed that those that were waiting, 
were waiting at the request of either 


party. 
APPEALS OVERTAKEN. 


All the Circuit appeals that were ready 
to be disposed of were dealt with during 
the time when the four Commissioners who 
were appointed to deal with these appeals 
held office, and now the majority of those 
unheard were being held back by litigants 
in the hope that there would be a change 
in the system of hearing these appeals, 
by reverting to the old practice of having 
an oral hearing. There may be appeals 
not ripe for hearing which, nevertheless, 
take their place in the list.

RAILWAY ‘TRIBUNAL TO 
BE INVOKED, 


A deputation, representative of com- 
mercia] interests in Galway and in the 
Midlands, waited upon Mr. McGilligan 
Free State Munister for Industry an 
Commerce, at Government Buildings, 
Dublin, yesterday, and asked him to use 
his authority in order to dissuade the 
Great Southern Railways agen Wiad froin 
carrying out their project of reducing the 
railway from Clonsilla to Attymon and 
the West from a double line, as it is at 
present, to a single line, — 

Numerous protests against the proposal 
have come from labour organisations and 
public bodies. The railway companys 
case is that they are making the, change 
in the interests of the much-needed 
economic working of the service, and that 
the change will not detract in any way 
from the efficiency of the service.

It was also mentioned that if there was only 
a single line the carriage of cattle from the 
fairs to Dublin for export would be 
hampered, and that the cattle would suffer in 
value thereby. 

THE MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. McGilligan told the deputation that 
he had no power to interfere with the 
management of the railway company, and 
that. if he did so interfere, it would be like 
nationalising the railways. He suggested 
that the course which the deputation should 
take was to apply -to the Railway Tribunal 
for an injunction to restrain the company 
from making the proposed change in the 
railway.

FORTY-EIGHT YEARS 
AT SEA. 


CAPTAIN WHO SAILED THREE 
MILLION MILES. 


Captain F. A. Hemming, who has just 
retired from the te Zealand Shipping ve 
has spent forty-eight ears at sea, an 
Fig sr that a y vt "travelled 3,000,000 
miles. 

“I started on the sea in 1880, and served 
seven years in sailing ships, and then I went 
into the steam,”’ he said yesterday. ‘‘ I joined 
the Canadian and Australian. Royal Mail 
Steamship Co., and sailed between Sydney 
and Vancouver for fifteen years. I was first 
oflicer and then commander of the _ ss. 
Miowera, and in that ship I sailed a million 
miles. This is a record as far as I know. 
When the company was sold I joined the 
New Zealand Shipping Co., and sailed between 
London and New Zealand, and I remained 
with them until I retired. 

“Tn the last twenty years I have only been 
in two ships. I was in one for three years, 
and in the other, the ss. Rimutaka, for the 
last seventeen years; in fact I only left her 
the other day. In that ship I travelled 800,000 
miles. 


NEVER SAW A RAIDER. 

Captain Hemming said that his father went 
to sea when he was a boy, and joined the 
Honourable East Indian Co. He obtained his 
master’s certificate and applied for the post 
of commander of the first P. and O. steamer. 
Because he did not get it he left the sea and 
became a barrister later a K.C. and after- 
wards a County Court Judge. 

“T was at sea all through the war,” he 
added. ‘‘I sailed around England, China and 
a great many other places in those four years, 
and I never saw a raider, a submarine or a 
mine; in fact I never saw the enemy in the 
air or under the water.”’ 

Speaking of the change from sail to steam, 
Mr. Hemming said that he remembered one 
of the clippers belonging to the New Zealand 
Co. passing a steamer, also owned by the 
company, circling round it, and then sailing 
away from it.

The Cork Harbour Board’s scheme of land 
reclamation at. Tivoli was further discussed 
at a special meeting held to-day to consider 
an application from the Russian Oil Products. 
Limited, for a lease of a site about an acre 
in extent. 

The acheme contemplates the reclamation 
of about 150 acres of ground from the Lee 
to be used as sites for warehouses with deep 
water quay. and berthing accommodation 
alongside. Work has been in progress on it 
for some years, but it has been met with a 
certain amount of opposition. 

Mr. R. 8. Anthony. T.D.. to-day said that 
this opposition was due to the activities of 
certain vested interests, who held a virtually 
complete monopoly of the shipping of the 
port. “It is evident,’’ he went on, ‘‘ that 
at oné time in their generosity, the mem- 
bers of the Bourd were able to sign away 
the property of the citizens. The qnays of 
Cork belong to the citizens, but their right 
bas been signed away.” Continuing, he said 
that he foufid on examination that all the lease; 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners contained 
a clause which had had a very serious effect 
on the development of the port’s trade. That 
clause,. which differed somewhat in 
phraseology in different leases, but was in 
effect the same in all, was as follows :—‘‘And 
also that they (the lessees), their successors, 
or licensed assigns, will not use, or permit to 
be used, the said premises, or any part there- 
of, for the business of the passengers or 
general cargo trade as now carried on by the 
lessors, or in any way vo as to be detrimental 
to such business of the lessors, as aforsaid.’’ 

In the Free State, continued Mr. Anthony, 
they had now gov a measure of political 
freedom, but. without economic freedom, and 
so long as that stranglehold of vested in- 
terests remained so long would there be un- 
employment and hoe gd in the city. Was 
the policy of the Board to serve the public or 
the vested interests? If the former, they 
should proceed with all haste towards the 
completion of the Tivoli reclamation scheme 
and provide alternative quays for futuro 
users of the port. 

Mr. F. J. Daly, Chairman of the Board, 
suggested that their Engineer (Mr. Price), 
the Assistant Secretary (Mr. Gayer), the 
law Agent (Mr. J. Horgan), and the Chair- 
man of the Board at the time should meet 
the representatives of the Russian Oil Pro- 
ducts Co. and negotiate with them for the 
lease of one acre at a minimum. rent of 
£150 per annum, the agreement to be 
brought before the Board for ratification. 

Mr. Anthony seconded the proposal, and it 

was adopted. 
, Sir John Scott said that a most unworthy 
attempt had been made to suggest that the 
members of the Board had been cajoled vr 
intimidated into opposing the scheme, when, 
as a matter of fact, they were virtually 
unanimous in their support of its develop. 
ment. They were prompted in all their 
actions by the interests of the entire com- 
munity. 

Mr. Richard Wallace stated that, on the 
grounds of economy, he had always opposed 
the scheme. They should realise that they 
would be faced by a gigantic mountain of 
expenditure in continuing it. 

ir. Wallace had not concluded his remarks 
when the death of Sir James Long, General 
Manager of the Board, was announced, and 
the meeting adjourned.

cy DELUSION THAT LED 
TO SUICIDE. - 


Mr. J. B. Matthews, K.C., Recorder of 
Dudley, who shot himself on August 5 under 
the delusion that he was in financial diffi- 
culties, left estate of the gross value of 
£59,844, the net value being £58,750. He 
was found shot dead in the gun-room of his 
shooting-box in the little hamlet of Rhydd, 
near Hanley Castle, a village close to 
Worcester, and at the inquest the widow 
said: “My husband had been in indifferent 
health for a long time. He seemed to be 
worrying desperately about something, but 
we never knew what it was. He was always 
telling me there was trouble with money, that 
he was not well off, and that things were 
going very badly with him. There was 
absolutely no foundation for his ‘worrying. 
It was pure delusion.” To his housekeeper 
Mr. Matthews said that he was worried and 
was “a broken-hearted man.”’ 

Probate has been granted of the will, 
which is in Mr. Matthew's handwriting and 
is very short. He left everything to his 
widow, and appointed her sole executrix. 
Debts and liabilities amount to £1,093. The 
will was made on July 13- of this year, 
twenty-three days before the death of Mr. 
Matthews. It reads: “ This is the last will 
end testament of me, Joseph Bridges 
Matthews, of 2 Paper Buildings, in the 


I give 
and bequeath everything I possess to my 
dear wife, and appoint her sole executrix. 
ene my hand, this 13th day of July, 


_ A verdict of “suicide while temporarily 
insane’’ was recorded at the inquest, which 
was held in the room in which Mr. Matthews 
had lunch with his wife a few minutes. before 
taking his life. 

Describing the circumstances of the shoot- 
ing, Mrs. Matthews said: “ After lunch we 
went into the garden, and I left my husband 
in a deck chair to go upstairs. While I was 
there I heard the report of a gun and went 
downstairs. I found him in the gun-room.’’

STATE OF EMPLOYMENT, 
expen consents 


In the-report just issued by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and merce on the work- 
ing of the Factory and Wor Acts in 
the Irish Free State during the year 1926, it 
is pointed out that there were 1,284 accidents 
notified, as compared with 842 and 807 in 
1925. and 1924, respectively. 

A list of the industries in. which the ac- 
cidents occurred shows that the group, ware- 
houses and railways, contribu the largest 
number, 255, representing 18.1 cent, of 
the gross total notified in all industries. 
Figures for some of the other industries are :— 
Locomotive-building, 169; docks, 159; alco- 
holic drink, 128; boiler-making- and construc- 
tional engineering 97, and general woodwork 
(builders’ materials, saw-milling), 58. 

THE RAILWAYS. 

The more general use of light railways in 
industrial undertakings, it is reported, was 
responsible for the increased proportion of 
accidents in the railways group, as compared 
with the’ percentages in previous years. As 
a consequence of the greater numbers em- 
ployed.on such railways, a larger number of 
workers were daily exposed: to the dangers 
and risks arising out of their use. 

Railway employment in this country, it is 
added, has been more or less confined to a 
limited number, principally as a result of the 
permanency of tenure -and- superannuation 
allowances afforded. The number of workers 
with railway experience available for employ- 
ment Y railways, other than public or old- 
established railways, was accordingly smail. 
The necessary workers had to be recruited from 
the general body of unemployed, and the lack 
of experience in thé work naturally resulted, 
at the commencement, in numbers of ac- 
cidents.: 

THE USE OF ELECTRICIT\. 
_ The report refers to 'a marked increase 
in the number. of works under the Electricity 
Regulations.” Direct current, it is intimated, 
had been hitherto largely employed for distri- 
bution and use by the smaller supply stations. 
Alternating current appears now, however, 
to be supplementing direct current. This 
tendency would appear to be in anticipation 
of supplies from the Shannon Hydro-Electric 
Works. Accidents resulting from electric 
shock have been few, but of these a consider- 
able proportion have had fatal results. 

STATE OF EMPLOYMENT. 

Increased employment, the report con- 
tinues, has been noted in industrial under- 
takings during the period under review, par- 
ticularly in those premises where the Te weit 
has been afforded protection by the imposing 
of a tariff. The sugar manufacturing indus- 
try, which commenced its activities towards 
the end of the year, afforded employment 
for approximately 700 workers. The manufac- 
turing process in this industry operates for 
about four months of the year. The period 
which is known as the “ campaign’’ commences 
with the completion of the harvest, at which 
time agricultural labour is not in great de- 
mand, and for this reason the industry 1s 
particularly suitable for an agricultural com- 
munity. The four fatal accidents whith 
were reported did not in any case occur in 
any bperation peculiar to the industry. Other 
accidents reported during the period of erev: 
tion of the factory, and later during ‘the 
manufacturing campaign, were mostly of a 
trivial nature. 

Towards the end of 1926 some 2,500 
workers were employed at the Shannon Power 
Construction Works, The greater proportion 
of these workers were unskilled or semi- 
skilled. The methods adopted in carrying 
out. the work were of a character and on a 
scale unushal in the country, and the number 
of accidents resulting, which were not of a 
serious nature, clearly indicate on the part 
of the workers, a lack of knowledge of, or of 
association with, such methods. 

It would appear that the number of young 
persons seeking employment. during 1926 was 
considerably in excess of the number for the 
previous year. The figures were 2,285 and 
1,811 respectively. ,

It will be recalled that Cantain’ Hinchliffe, 
the well-known airman, the Hon. Elsie 
Mackay, Lord Incheape’s daughter. lost their 
lives in attempting to fly to the United 
States. 

Mrs. Hinchliffe, speaking of the settlement. 
said: “This has eased the great anxiety I 
have felt for my two children. It means a 
life settlement, and the strain of worrying 
about the children’s future is over.” Mrs. 
Hinchliffe was at her pretty home on Peak’s 
Hill, Purley, where she spent so many tense, 
sleepless hours waiting for news of her 
husband during the tragic flight. For several 
days and nights. she refused to xo to bed. 
resolutely hoping that Captain Hinchliffe and 
Miss Mackay might have reached some lonely 
spot and would be rescued,

Among the other 
visitors was Sir Sayed Ali El Mirgham, one 
of the most influential religious leaders in the 
Sudan. The Prince of Wales met the visitors 
on the bridge, having a separate interview 
with Sir Sayed Ali, whom he had met at 
St. James’s Palace in 1919. 

The Prince then received Mahomed 
Mahmeid Bey Arteiga, who is the Nasir ot 
the Arteiga Arabs, and Sheik El Hassan 
Bedri, Deputy Nasir of the Hadenlowa Arabs, 
the once prominent rebel supporters of Osman 
Digna, but now loyal people. He also 
received Miralai Mahomed Bey Ahmed, 
ommerly Commandant. of the Red Sea Pro- 
vince Police, an old soldier who fought for 
Great -Britain at Suakim. All four were 
presented to King George in 1912, when he 
was returning from India, 

‘In the afternoon the Princes and their 
party played tennis on shore, and visited the 
(Governor's house. They dined privately at 
the Railway Hotel. 

For the last two days of the voyage the 
heat was exhausting. On Saturday and Sun- 
day the deck temperature in the evening was 
90 degrees and the cabin Se mace over 
100 dgrees. On Sunday as the ship sailed 
slowly, in .a circle, in order. to permit the 
following wind to sweep across the heated 
decks. The Princes slept in the open-air on 
the bridge. i ; 

Probably the most enjoyable exercise which 
the Princes had yesterday was in the ship’s 
small canvas swimming pond, where they 
joined thirty other passengers in a battle 
with the hoses supplying the tank. Both the 
Princes have joined the passengers in games 
and dances, the music being provided by the 
ship’s gramaphone, as there is no band on 
board, The Prince of Wales refused to allow 
that portion of thé deck outside his cabin to 
pe reserved during the voyage, and requested 
that the ‘‘ fences” should be removed, as 
there was little enough room already for the 
passengers.

It is no exaggeration to say that columns 
are being 
new poetic drama by M; Maurice Rostand— 
“Napoleon the Fourth.”. Opinitna, 
over, are so divided that two articles in ‘he 
same paper do not agree. . Virtually all 
critics are at one as. to the poetic and 
dramatic value of the work, which they 
rate as high, but nearly all question the 
wisdom of reviving the old legend, which in- 
sists that the Prince. Imperial was sent to 
his death during the Zulu war deserted by 
his companions, with his saddle girths cut, 
so that he could not escape, the whole 
ambush being arranged following upon in- 
structions given by an august personage. 

Rostand himself, .according to 
Journal, remarks that, as the censorship no 
longer exists, his play can only be banned 
if it causes disturbances. Hitherto it has 
been played before a most orderly and ap- 
preciative house. 

If, he said, he was asked to suppress “one 
or two vibrant lines, he would not refuse. 
He doubted very much, however, whether his 
play would ever lead to a diplomatic in- 
cident. ‘‘ Diplomacy has other things to do 
than to occup 
behind the footlights.”’ 

. NOT TOO SERIOUs. 

This view of the author's, that the play 
should not be taken too seriously is furthered 
by the very action of the play itself 
Charlotte, the love of “‘ Louis Walter,” who, 
she discovers, only after his death, is the 
Prince Imperial himself, receives the Empress 
Eugenie, veiled in black, going on a 
pilgrimage to the flat formerly occupied by 
her son. But this is not all; the arrival of 
Queen Victoria is announced, and even 
heralded by the playing of “God Save the 
Oueen.” The Empress, realising that she 
cannot quarrel with England, prepares to 
receive her august visitor, while Charlotte 
herself, who evidently has no share in the 
sentiments expressed by the National Anthem, 
calls for Divine vengeance. Mercifully at this 
point the curtain falls. 

Such incidents are not likely to arouse the 
wrath of even the most susceptible Briton, 
who, with so much poetic licence before him, 
is likely to view the rest of the action of the 
play with some indulgence. 

: DENUNCIATION. 

Among ‘the many strong denunciations of 
the play which have appeared in the French 
Press, an article by M. Paul Reboux, in the 
Paris Soir, is especially worthy of mention. 
Half the article is taken up. with praise of 
the lyrical and dramatic qualities of the 
verse, and the remainder is devoted to 
vehement protest, against what the author 
describes as a barefaced and intolerable 
play, which shows the lack of the most ele- 
mentary idéa of international courtesy.

INTERVIEW WITH M. MAURICE 
ROSTAND. 

Reuter’s Correspondent managed to catch 
M. Maurice Rostand at his flat in the Place 
de l’Etoile this evening as he was prepar- 
ing to set out for the Theatre de la Porte 
Saint Martin, where his much discussed play 
is being presented. 

Amid Napoleonic pictures and statues and 
souvenirs that had belonged to his father, the 
author of ‘‘L’Aiglon’’ and ‘‘ Chantecler,”’ 
Reuter’s Correspondent told the poet about 
the surprise caused in England by his latest 
play, Napoleon the Fourth. 

On its Being hinted to him that the play 
might even be ordered to be withdrawn, M. 
Restand became sceptical. 

The British have too much sense, he said, 
to maké such a demand at the Ministry for 
Foreign Affairs. I have told the story of the 
Prince Imperial, such as it thas been handed 
down by Napoleonic legend. I had a right 
to do so. The play is a poet’s work, and 
like all works of imagination, it has no 
historic purpose. I have risen up i this 
work against English imperialism as I -have 
already done in several of my novels against 
French imperialism. I am a man of the 
Left. Everybody knows that I have set forth 
my opinion... That was my. duty. “In 
London Bernard Shaw his perpetrated many 
audacities, All the plays about Wellington 
performed in Leicester square are not always 
imbued with the love of France. 

M. Rostand then informed us that from 
this evening, in order to avoid useless fric- 
tion, -he is suppressing the followitig phrase 
which might give rise to unhappy interpreta- 
tions :—‘* On the red uniform no blood ap- 

them, he said, as Reuter’s Corre- 
spondent was taking his leave, I love and 
admire England, in spite of some of her 
political acts. From my earliest childhood I 
have spoken the language of Shakespeare, and 
next winter I am booked to lecture on the 
great English poets in London.

BEET-GROWING. 


EXPERIMENTS CARRLED 
OUT IN 1927.

In pursuance of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s decision to promote the establishment 
of the sugar beet industry in this country, 
the Department of Agriculture arranged for 
the conduct, during the year 1927, of two 
series of experiments with sugar beet :— 

(1) Experiments under the supervision o1 
the Agricultural Instructoi:s in each 
county, and 

(2) Experiments at the Department s farms 
and at the Albert Agricultural 
College (University Céllege, Dublin). 

The experiments conducted by the Agri- 
cultural Instructors consisted of two series :— 
(a) Variety and top-dressing trials; and (b) 
Manurial experiments. 

The number of experiments carried out 
was 139, divided as follows :—Leinster, 48; 
Munster, 49; Connaught, 30; and Ulster, 12. 

Owing to the weather conditions prevailing 
throughout the spring great difficulty was 
experienced in producing a fine seed bed and 
in making the narrow drills recommended 
for’ sugar beet. The following five varieties 
of seed were used, after testing for germina- 
tion at ‘the Department’s Seed Testing 
Station :—Danish (Scandinavian Seed Co.); 
Dutch (Kuhn and Co.); French (Vilmorin's 
Impd. Selection) ; German (Klein Wanzleben) ; 
and Wohanka (Wohanka and Co., Prague). 

LATE SOWINGS. 

The weather during. the last fortnight in 
April was quite faVeurable for the sowing 
of beet, but less than 12 per cent. of the 
plots ‘were -soma-~ hat period mainly on 
account of difficulty in preparing the land. 
Up to the 10th May less than 60 per cent. 
of the plots had. been sewn, and after that 
date, when the dry weather became settled, 
the surface soil was not in good condition for 
the sowing and germination of beet seed. 
In fact, germination was irregular at most 
of the centres where land was prepared and 
the seed was sown during the second and 
third “weeks of May. Seeds sown at still 
later dates did not, as a rule, germinate 
until after the abundant rainfall between 5th 
and 18th June. 

With a single exception, all plots were 
sown befyre lst June. The rather wet 
weather which prevailed throughout the 
period during which the crop required after 
cultivation rendered the control of weeds 
somewhat difficult, but only a few cases were 
reported where the crops received inadequate 
attention as regards after cultivation or the 
moulding up of the drills. 

AVERAGE YIELDS. 

Results were obtained from 127 centres in 
which 1,055 sub-plots were laid down. The 
returns from these 1,055 sub-plots show that 
the average yield was 10 tons 17 cwts. (fac- 
tory weight) of beet per statute acre, and 
that the average sugar contents of the 
samples was 17.4 per cent. The Dutch and 
German varieties were on the average exactly 
equal both as regards yield and sugar con- 
tent, and were superior in both respects to 
the Danish and French varieties. The 
Wohanka variety produced on the average a 
lower yield than any of the other varieties, 
but in sugar content it was slightly superior 
to even the Dutch and German varieties. A 
comparison of the yields obtained from the 
sub-plots at each centre where trials were 
conducted shows that the highest yield was 
produced by either the Dutch or German 
varieties at 59 per cent. of the total number 
of centres from which results were obtained, 
and that, as in the case of the average yield 
from all sub-plots, the Dutch and German 
varieties were superior to all other varieties 
in an equal number of cases. 

Taking the combined average results in re- 
g“ to both yield and sugar content, the 

utch and German varieties were exactly 
equal, and were distinctly superior to each of 
the other three varieties. Although the 
difference in the returns by the French, 
Danish and Wohanka varieties is not very 
marked, the Wohanka variety produced the 
poorest results. 

EFFECTS OF TOP - DRESSING. 

From the results at the centres where half 
of each plot was top-dressed with nitrate of 
soda at the rate of 1 cwt. per statute acre, 
it was observed that the average yield from 
the top-dressed sub-plots exceeded that ob- 
tained from the sub-plots which were not top- 
dressed by “aonach 9 cwt. per statute 
acre. On the other hand, the average sugar 
content, of the samples from all sub-plots not 
top-dressed was 0.14 per cent. higher than 
the average sugar content of the samples from 
‘the corresponding sub-plots which were top- 
dressed. This difference in sugar content is, 
however, so slight that it can hardly be 
regarded as significant. At approximately 
20 per cent. of the centres top-dressing had 
the effect of increasing the average yield by 
one ton or more, and m an approximately 


equal number of cases the average sugar 
content of the beet grown on the sub-plots 
which received no top-dressing was at least 
0.5 per cent. higher than the sugar content 
of the beet grown on the adjoining top- 
dressed plots. 

On the other hand, at about 25 per cent. 
of the centres where half of each plot was 
top-dressed with nitrate of soda the _ top- 
dressing had no appreciable effect on the 
yield, and at an equal number of centres it 
had no marked influence on the sugar con- 
tent. From a study of these results it is 
evident that a top-dressing of nitrate of soda 
at the rate of one cwt. per statute acre is 
not likely to lower the sugar content of the 
heet to any appreciable extent. It is also 
evident that the increased yield resulting 
from such a top-dressing depends largely 
upon the condition of the soil and the growth 
of the crop at the time of application. In 
unfavourable seasons or under adverse con- 
ditions, as, for example, where the crop is 
attacked by pests or diseases, a top-dressing 
of nitrate of soda may be the means of carry- 
ing the plants over a critical period in the 
early. stages of growth. 

THE COMPLETE RETURNS. 

At the 127 centres from which complete 
returns were received the sugar beet was 
grown after a corn crop at 74 centres, and 
after potatoes or a manured root crop at 53 
centres. From the results of these experi- 
ments no definite conclusion can be formed 
as to the influence of the preceding crop on 
the yield or sugar content of the beet. It is 
avident, however, that sugar beet can be 


grown successfully in a variety of positions in 
the rotation, and it is probable that the 
practice of growing beet after lea oats in 
the position usually occupied by the root crop 
will be generally adopted: where the beet is 
grown as an ordinary farm crop. 

The results also show that satisfactory 
crops of sugar beet, both as regards yield 
and sugar content, can be produced on almost 
any type of soil which may be regarded as 
suitable for ordinary tillage crops, provided, 
of course, that due attention is paid to 
manuring and cultivation.

Miss Murphy said that she had assisted in 
Doyle’s shop. Doyle asked her to take a 
message to Jacob Purcell, to tell him if any- 
body asked him if he bought anything from 
him (Doyle) to say it was oats. 

Other evidence having been given, the 
accused men were further remanded, Carroll 
and Doyle in custody, and Flynn on bail to 
2sth September.
